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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a method of expanding video data to 
generate a serial word suitable for transmission across an interconnecting cable in a 
digital visual interface compliant system. The independent claim 1 identifies the distinct 
features: " encoding a plurality of active video data bits to Generate all of the bits other 
than the two most significant bits of serial word: setting the next to the most significant 
bit of serial word to a binary level randomly and independently of the active video data 
bits wherein the next to the most significant bit is determined in response to an auxiliary 
data stream: and setting the most significant bit of serial word to a binary level 
determined bv a control bit selected from the group consisting of a DC Balance Control 
bit and a rogue character seguence removal f INV) bit ". The dosest prior art, Shim et al. 
(US Patent No. 6,281,815 B1) and Kaira et al. (US Patent No. 6,490,627 81 ), either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
obvious.
